JULY 


July 7 - Now Brockton applies for 
$11,729.00 grant to be used in up- 
datiny the town’s ordinances; Patrick 
Norris joined the Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department as an investiga- 
tor; Elba students score high on SAT 
- fourth graders score highest in en- 
lire state; Contarct awarded on U.S. 
Hwy. 84E and AL Hwy. 189N; Spe- 
cial Council and W&E Board meet- 
ings called, 


July 14 - Elba residents battle Pea 
River’s flood waters again. On July 
7, between 7:30 a.m, and 8:55 a.m., 
Pea River crested at 38.15 feet in 
Elba. Flood stage is at 30 feet; Dam- 
age heavy but not as great as March 
‘90 Flood; Coffee County Commis- 
sion focuses on Flood of 1994; A 
picture on front page shows flood 
gates being installed in the levee at 
the Whitewater Bridge on Smith Av- 
enue and another picture shows 
flood waters completely covering 
Smith Avenue on the other side of 
the bridge. 


July 21 - Elba City Council in 
closed door session - to discuss mat- 
ter involving the police department; 
Damage sites (caused by flood wa- 
ters) to county roads exceed 2,000; 
Unrest exists in New Brockton’s po- 
lice department; Enterprise man (Ro- 
nald Talmadge Henderson, age 30) 
murdered; FEMA gives disaster as- 
sistance up-date. 


July 28 - Elba Police Chief (Jack 
Parker) withdraws resignation - the 
chief had suddenly resigned last Fri- 
day; Council (Elba City Council) 
discusses water, drainage, and law 
suits; Former mascot at West Point 
enjoys southern style retirement 
(Picture of Dr. Kenneth Strong with 
Buckshot (an army mule), retired 
Army mascot; Landfill Water Pro- 
ject contract awarded. 


AUGUST 


August 4 - Headlines - New Brock- 
ton citizen lodges complaint against 
police officer. Council goes behind 
closed doors to discuss two of 
town’s employees; Lloyd McCam- 
mon seeking District Judgeship; City 
of Elba facing financial crisis. 
Charts show the city with a 
$119,894.50 shortfall of operating 
income, Special council meeting of- 
fers no solution. 


August 11 - Elba City Council bor- 
rows $125,000 to fund day-to-day 
operations. The council also adopted 
a paid funeral leave policy for city 
employees; Rotary’s District Gov- 
ernor (Ken Washburn) visits local 
club; Restoration of Elba’s power 
dam a slow process; County’s recoy- 
ery (Flood of ‘94) to take time and 
money, 


August 18 - W & E Board chairman 
expresses concern about board's sta- 
bility during work session; Elba 
School Board wrestles with budget; 
Cave-in in Enterprise kills one man 
and injures another, Killed was 
Thomas Davidson, 29, of Tennessee 
and the injured man was identified 
as Dan Robke, 34, of Enterprise; 
New Brockton police officer, Harry 
Laird, arrested and charged with 
criminal tespassing; Chlorine spill 
in Elba injures five - five residences 
evacuated, 


August 25 - City of Elba - Mularz 
lawsuit settled at a cost of $60,000 
plus; Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
granted medical leave; Zion Chapel 


has a new principal - Dr. Linda In- 
gram; County commission awards 
bid for cell two at landfill; Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies eradicate 
1,000 marijuana plants. 
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September 1 - Coffee Cous'v BOE 
approves 8.5% pay increase; Otincer 
Harry Laird (a New Brockton police 
officer) pleads not guilty to criminal 
trespassing charge; Special meeting 
of the Elba City School Board focus- 
es on finances; Elba Police Depart- 
ment breaks up small scale forgery 
ring; Spicer urges consideration of 
ESJC’s value. 


September 8 - Commissioner Sid A. 
Averett gone but not forgotten. Ave- 
rett died at his home in Enterprise on 
Wednesday, August 31, 1994, after 
an extended illness; James Simmons 
settles lawsuit with City of Elba; 
County agencies receive FEMA 


“checks; City of Elba seeks bids on 


two new police cars; Satbbing in 
Elba results in one man’s arrest and 
another seriously injured. 


September 15 - Elba City Council 
balks on payment of attomey fees; 
Council members review proposed 
1994-95 budget of $1,961,450.00; 
New Brockton honored Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr.; Last Thursday af- 
ternoon, Alabama Governor Jim Fol- 
som paid a visit to Elba (picture); 
County commission remembers Ab- 
verett. 


September 22 - FEMA’s final ‘90 
audit costs city (Elba) $30,000; Sher- 
iffs investigators break up burglary

October 20 - Elba Citizens voice op- 
position to rezoning - area residents 
already experiencing problems; Elba 
W & E Board rejects waterline bid; 
Checkpoints target drunken drivers 
on Alabama roadways; Dorsey an- 
nounces third quarter carnings; Little 
Miss Elba Anna Marie Harrison 
(picture); IRS looking for taxpayers; 
AEC plans to lower Gantt Lake. 


October 27 - Elba City Council han- 
dles one touchy subject - A rezoning 
question which has upset a number 
of those individuals involved on ei- 
ther side of the issue were presented 
to the council for a decision; Elba 
City Council votes to borrow 


$15,000.00; V.0.C.A.L, (Victims Of 


Crime And Leniency) Chapter orga- 
nized in Elba (picture); Daylight 
Savings Time ends Saturday night, 


October 29th; Miss Elba Robyn 
Rhoades (picture). 
NOVEMBER 
November 3 - Grand jury indicts 


Elba man (Timothy Ferrell Edge, 37) 
for murder - Edge allegedly shot and 
killed Billy Clifton Whitehead, 32, 
also of bida; Martin Luther King Jr. 
Drive Dedicction Ceremony (pic- 
ture). The ceremony took place in 
the Town of New Bicckton; DA en- 
dorses crime victims’ cmendment, 
Food stamps allotments increase; 
Elba police arrest quartet in country 
club burglary. 


November 10 - General Election re- 
sults for Coffee County - Fob James 
Alabama’s new governor, Ben 
Moates elected sheriff, Bill Gammill 
new probate judge, Tom Head elect- 
ed circuit judge, and Steve Blair is 
new district judge; County BOE 
adopts drug screening policy; Elba 
water rates to increase for all on Jan- 
uary Ist. 


November 17 - Headlines - District 
Attorney will have to ante up accord- 
ing to High Court Rules; County 
BOE hears concerned parents; Com- 
mission purchases health department 
transportation; Elections close and 
results unclear to voters of Alabama; 
Council (Elba) balks once again on 
payment of attorney’s fees - won't 
pay for duplicate services. 


November 24 - Fire destroys county 
landmark. Old Stephens Store locat- 
ed on Co. Rd. 547, in the Damascus ‘ 
Community, was destroyed by fire 
on Monday moming, November 21. 
There had been a store at that loca- 
tion for the past 100 years; Elba 
BOE votes to borrow $40,000.00; 
Farm-City celebration a success; 


DECEMBER 


December 1 - Headlines - Mayor 
(Haywood) and DA (Folmar) disa- 
gree On terminology concerning the 
prosecution of city cases in district 
court; Judge (Terry) Butts orders 
special jury term of circuit court to 
try criminal cases; Voters remain in 
the dark on absentee votes; Mayor 
proclaims Home Care Week in Elba 
(picture); Hilltop cabin destroyed by 
fire (picture), The cabin belonged to 
Dr. & Mrs. Kenneth Strong. 


December 8 - Owen Ziglar’s sec- 
ond trial ends in hung jury - Ziglar 
was originally charged with murder 
in the January 30, 1990 shooting 
death of Edward Lamar Kelley, 56, 
of Elba; Jury finds (Joseph Dwight ) 
Creel guilty of a misdemeanor; 
Hearings held on the four laning of 
Highway 84; Elba Chrisumas Fesu- 
val 1994 set for Saturday, December 
10th on the square. 


December 15 - Coffee Commission 
recognizes Marion Sanders. Sanders 
has served as a district supervisor 
for the Coffee County Soil and Wa- 
ter Conservation District since May 
1959; Clark resigns as EHS princi- 
pal - Elba High School Principal 
Charles Clark has resigned his posi- 
tion for health reasons, effective 
January Ist. 


December 22 - This was the Christ- 
mas issue of The Elba Clipper. The 
front page of the paper, as is tradi- 
tion, featured Elba‘s Christmas Fam- 
ily.
